San Francisco, June ]30. 

China is to latinch’ an econo- 
mic programme next year— 
the first national economic plan 
the country has. had, Feking 
Rudio snid tonight. 

Inauguration of the programme 
was decided upon by a_ recent 
meeting of the Committee of 
Financial ond Economie Affairs of 
the Cabinet In Peking. 

The brondéast gave no details 
of the programme. It sald, how- 
ever, that the Committee would 
carry out the following four 
major tasks In,-the second half 
of this year: 


(1) It .will consolidate: unified 
control and direction of financial 
and economle affairs, balancing 
of Income and expenditure . and 
the stabilising of prices. 


(2) It will continue the read- 
justment of industry and ¢com- 
merce and will convene indus- 
trial und = commercla} roup 
incctings to solve problems of 
production and = marketing 
both publicly and 


(3) It willl draw up an outline 
of the nution’s first flve-year 
Plan (1951-55) to restore and 


“pulld up the country’s economy. 


(4) It will draw up a dratt 
budget of State revenue and exe 
penditure for 1951. . 


The Committee. of . Financial 
and Economie Affairs directs 15 
Ministeries including the follow- 
ing: finance, heavy industry, ght 
industry, agriculture, trade and 
communications, the People’s 
Bank and Maritime Customs Ad~ 
ministration, 

Peking Radio added that dur- 
ing the past clght montns d¢cn- 
tralised contro} of the -cconomic 
and financlal work of the State 
had been effected, equilibrium tn 
public revenue and expenditure 
had been virtually achleved and 
currency and prices stabilised in

1 visited Mr, Fincher at his 
shop the. other day, and learned 
in our short talk that he had 
only owned it since after the 
war, He was ao prisoner of the 
Japanese during the occupation, 
und was shipped to Japan to serve 
two years there ‘as a manual 
Iabourer. The Finchers were 
separated by the Japanese, Mrs, 
Fincher being interned at Stan- 
ley. They were not in com- 
munication for years, ‘and were 
only re-united in England in 
1946 when the machinery of the 
Red Cross finally located them. 

Returning to Hong Kong, they 
found their home demolished and 
their possessions looted. Mr. 
Fincher_had_ some money which 
the Japanese ~ were unabie=~to 
touch, and with that as capital he 
decided to sct up shop. His line

and jawn bowls. ' 

In 1937 he, together with o 
partner, won the Hong. -Kong 
mixed doubles tennis champlon- 
ship, after having been runner- 
up for five years. A little earlicr 
thon 1037 he created sensation 
when he defeated Helen Wills 
Moody In a exhibition match ar- 
ranged when Mrs, Moody was 
passing through Hong Kong. 

Mr. Fincher is at present Vice- 
Président of the Kowloon Cric- 
ket Club, and has sat on the War 
Memorial Committee and the 
sports sub-committee of the 
Forces Civillan Welfare, 

The years have not dampencd 
his love of sports, but the com- 
pulsion of business has produced 
a sinckening of his participation 
in local cricket. He ‘clings firmly 
to the belief that age alone is 
no deQerrent, provided the will 
is there.

Mrs, Myrtle Pearson is one of 
the latest persons whose long 
association with China and ‘the 
Chinese is about to be broken 
because of the advent of Come, 
munism,. * 

She arrived in Hong Kong on 
Wednesday from Rangoon en 


‘route “to Australia“ after “having” 


gone to Burmn by the overland 
route ‘from Kunming, where she 
had made ‘her home for many 
years. 7. 
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In o talic with mo sho sald it 
Is not the now regime which is 
making her take.the step of quit- 
Ung China, The International 
situation, and tho possible rami- 
fications of a thicd world . war, 
are the real incentive. ‘ 

She does not bear any malico 
towards Poking, ‘and in so far.as 
the regimo’s policy pertains to 
improving the lot of the common 
man at,the expense of the over- 
wealthy, sho is sympathetic. But 
when one month ago her Chinese 
frionds {n Kunming began to 
tell her that “very soon” they 
would not be'able to regard them- 
selves os such, sho reallsed it 
was time to go. + 

Wo aigcussed her decision 
terms of tragedy. 
China her home for many years 
—haod. surrendered herself to the 
moods and temperaments of this 
country so completely that she 
had come to {dentify herself with 
the nation and its millions. Now 
she was being uprooted through 
no foult of her own, and made 
to abandon friends and associa~ 
tions she dearly cherished. - 

Mrs, Pearson may have agreed 
with me that the loss was mutual. 
When I-told her that her ‘going 
would leave gap which few 
could fill, modesty prevented her 
from replying. But friends of 
China realise only too well that 
this departure from the country 
of people who have given years 
to promoting goodwill and awarec- 
ness of the West among Chinese 
youth, will in the end only im- 
poverish the youth themselves. 

After all, Mrs: Pearson's case 
symbolises a trend; it‘is by no 
means isolated. . 

She was born in Bombay, and 
studicd in Manchester, Cambridge 
and France, emerging with 
honours in Mternture and langu-

years ago in Western Yunnan. - 

After his death she transferred 
to the Lanchow University in 
North West China, where she 
headed an English Department 
the University Had Just opened. 

Early this year the pattern of 
her life among her students be- 
gan to change when the Com- 
munists entered Kunming. She 
suffered no. physical hardships. 
Her friends’ remained agtendfast 
to,the end; but she sensed the 
gathering awkwardness in thelr 
relationship, which finally made 
her departure inevitable. 

One month ago, together with 
a friend, she took the overland 
route to, Burma and camc_ to 
Hong Kong by ship from Ran- 
goon. 

Mrs, Pearson gave me the im~- 
spression the decision to” quit 
was the hardest: she has ever 
made, Her whole ‘conversation 
breathes Jove for the harassed 
country where she has made her 
home, She writes, reads and 
speaks Chinese—not with re 
markable. fluency, but with that 
degree of comprehension which 
denotes more than merely pass- 
ing interest. ; $ 

She taught Mterature, and car- 
ly in her career was inspired by 
the cnthuslasm which her’ stu- 
dents—gleaned from the ranks 
of farmers and rural folk—dis- 
played for English poctry. She 
told me they cherished her re- 
citations even when they failed 
to understand the -meaning of 
the words; they reacted spontanc- 
ously to the lilt of the muslc. 

Mrs, Pearson may cither go to 
‘Australia or the United States. 
Two step-sons are residing in 
New York, and she hgpes to 
visit them there. 

When ‘I asked her if sho plans 
to return, o vastly indicative 
shrug of the shoulders and a 
wistful .smile was her only 
answer.

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THE WEST IN ASIA 


While the Kremlin. is pon- 
dering what it can do to make 
peace after the worldwide 
peace talk campaign it or- 
ganised, Peking seems to have 
raised another question. It 
wants to know what the 
Americans, and for that mat- 
ter the British and other 
Western countries, are doing 
in Asia. Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung has made the matter 
somewhat more than merely 
academic, for at the mecting 
of the Government Council 


which discussed a report by |: 


Mr, Chou En-lai on the inter- 
national situation on Thurs- 
day, he seemed to raise the 
issue of Asia for the Asians. 
The Chinese people, he said, 
have already affirmed that the 
affairs of the various countries 


throughout the world should 


be run by the peoples of the 
respective countries them- 
selves, and the affairs of Asia 
should be run by the peoples 
of Asia themselves, and not 
by the United States. Aggres- 
sion by the United States in 
Asia, he said, would only 
arouse the extensive and re- 
solute resistance of the people 
of Asia, There was no ground, 
he said, for her interference 
in the internal affairs of China 
(meaning Taiwan), Korea, 
the Philippines, Vietnam and 


\ other countries. 


“Jf this was a preliminary 
move towards the creation of 
a Peace. Pact for Asia’ similar 
to the Atlantic. Peace Pact of 
the Western Powers it is in- 
teresting indeed. But the 
rhetorical commentary which 
followed the broadcast report 
of Mr. Mao's statement seems 
-to have forgotten many vital 
things wHich ought to be re- 
membered. There was, for 
instance, an Incident at Muk- 
den in September 1931. It led 
-to -the-occupation.of_all. Man-. 
churia by Japan, the inter- 
vention in a somewhat stately 
fashion of the then League of 
Nations, and. endless appeals | 
and exhortations by the Na-: 
tional Government of China 
to the United States and other 
Western Powers to rush to 
her aid. bs . 


Not a single ‘voice was; 
raised in China, whether Com- 
munist or Nationalist, in sup- 
port of those who were re- 
luctant to do anything, who 
wanted to pass by on the 
other side on the plea it 
was China's business, not 
their's. It must be admitted, 
on the other hand, that 
there vas little " criticism 
of the attitude of the Rus- 
sians,-who sold out their in- 
terest in the Chinese Eastern 
Railway and silently _ atole 
out of the picture. Other 
fincidents came, notably the 
Lukouchiao Incident at 
Peking which began the 
Sino-Japanese War. From

entreaties, but still.the West|- 


-was reluctant to go to war in 
defence of China. The. “tm-

I have heard It suggested 
that the Chinese are likely, by 
virtue of thelr character and 
tradition, to evolve an indepen- 
dent, or Titolst, brand of Com- 
munism, That may very well be 
so, but nobody can be sure, Poli- 
tieal evolutions !n China can 
take centuries to develop, We 
shall be right to watch for, such 
changes, but we should be wrong 
to count upon them. If we are 
wise, we shall prepare for the 
least agrecable proposition: that 
China, by whatever unhappy 
stages, will come under centralis-

Mao Tse-tung’s victories, in-

Binding our hands 


Last week an informal confer- 
ence of top-grade American 
opinion took place in Tokyo be- 
tween Mr, Louls Johnson, Secre- 
tary of Defence, General Omar 
Broadley, chalrman of the Joint 
Chicfs of Staff, and Mr, John 
Foster Dulles, Republican Ad- 
viser of the Stato Department. 

Gencral MacArthur favours an 
eorly peace treaty, securing to 
America alr ond naval bases in 
Japan, with Japan herself un- 
armed, In ‘the role of a permanent 
neutral—what he calls a “Swit- 
zerland of the Far East.” “ 

The State Department doubts 
the wisdom of making any treaty 
to settle the future of Japan with- 
out the participation of her 
nearest ond most powerful neigh- 
bours—Russiln and China. I 
would bind the West’s hands and 
leave theirs free. 

The dangerous factor in | this 
situation is the progress that the 
Reds are making in the Far East. 
They have driven the * Chinese 
Nationalists from the matniand 
into their last island-rcfuge of 
Taiwan. They e¢tand on the 
fronticr of Indo-China. Their 
Pifth Columns are active in 
Malaya and the Philippines. - 

The'risk of bringing the Ameri-

coordinated. A concerted ap- 
proach is Imperative and overdue. 

The Sydney Conference, which 
met in May, did,a useful piece-of 
work. It deserves wider recogni- 
tion. The Conference recom- 
mended that a realistic six year 
programme, to June 1957, be 
formulated before this sutumn. 
The delegates also proposed that 
a Commonwealth bureau be set 
up in Colombo to act o8.9 cleare 
ing house for the needs of the 


Far East, and that other countries, 


be invited to share In this work. 
They suggested that a Common- 
wealth technical assistance 
scheme be established immediate- 
ly at an estimated-cost of £8 
millions for three years. This 
sum, modestly though It ranks in 
the scale of present day expendi- 
ture, appears to be the maximum 
available under the 
conditions that beset so many of 
our Commonwealth family. 


Not fast enough 

We ore stepping in the right 
direction, but not fast enough, 
The ultimate defence of the Far 
East rests upon the actlon taken 
by Western powers and the Bri- 
tish Commonwealth. It is, how-, 
ever, reasonable for us to look 
to the statesmen of the. countrics 
of South Enst Asia for goodwill 
and full cooperation among them- 
selves.. Without these qualities, 
our aid cannot avail. 

It Is not cnough for the threat- 
ened lands’ to wait to sec what 
the West will do. If the au- 
tonomy’ for which they. strive 
means anything, - It means self 
help In proportion to thelr re 
sources. This we have a right 
to expect and they a duty to 
provide. Much will depend upon 
the directlon along which the 
urge for self government is Ied. 

Mere we must help them, for 
they have to compress many, ages 
of experience into one short 
span. Their nationalism must 
blend with that of others, and 
this i&no casy task when the 
heady wine of independence Is 
still young and _ strong. 

These territories have to over- 
come difficulties caused by widely 
contrasting tradition, ‘religion, and 
sense of purpose. The peoples of 
South East Asia are all at dif- 
ferent stages of development, 
they have individual conceptions 
of responsibility and “sometimes 
rival themes. There Is scarcely 
a natural link between them. - 

In these lands, politienl stability 
is, by Western standards, in its 
infancy. Many problems would, 
no doubt, have arisen even if the 
thregt of Communism had never 
existed, but national leaders 
throughout the area can surely 
now accept that their supreme 
danger stems from Soviet im- 
perialism. They should’ realise 
that thelr natural desire for self 
fovernment is being exploited by 
the Soviet Union which fs de- 
Uberately using clvil war as an 
instrument of foretgn policy. To 


the men of the Kremlin, all means |, 


justify the end, and the end js 
Soviet power. 

~~T-know ‘that’ some ‘sce~ a~“Pact- 
fic Pact” os the salvation of the 
Far East. Such an arrangement 
could, indeed, be valunoble, but 
the glamour which {invests it must 
not obscure the fact that a treaty 
is no substitute for hard work, 

It Is all one fight and the enemy, 
‘from Berlin to Bangkok, Is the 
game. There ‘are no “ sidelines. 
The British Commonwealth and 
the Atlantic powers must extend 
their partuerghip from West to 
East.. The threatencd nations 
must stand together to save thelr 
lives, and their friends must sce 
that help arrives in time.
